Aug. 5.— T h e Bible 
sto ry of Noah and the flood is con­ 
firmed in many details by hierogly­ 
phics written four 
th o u s a n d years 
ago, maybe more, by a historian who 
lived in ancient Babylon, according 
to an announcem ent m a d e today by 
th e University of Pennsylvania. The 
writing 
on a tablet— an 
epic of 
g r e a t length, 
purp o rtin g 
to 
reach. 
Lack to the creation, has been de­ 
ciphered at the museum of the uni­ 
versity by Dr. A m o Poebel, the a n ­ 
n o u n ce m e n t says. 
The tablet, said to 
be the oldest ever rescued from ob­ 
livion, was dug up in N ip p u r several 
ye a rs ago by a m u seu m expedition. 
In strange symbols, so finely writ­ 
ten th a t the entire poem 
is 
con­ 
ta ined on seven inches s q u a re , the 
prim itive historian h a rk s back to the 
beginning of all things. 
T h e n there 
w ere seven gods, chief of w hich were 
A hu and Knlil, and a goddess, Nin- 
tu th e tablet says. 
Nintu it was who 
created mankind, whom s h e called 
“ my creations." 
Like the first cha pte r of Genesis 
t h e Babylonian poem opens with 1 
recital of the creation. 
Nintu, god 
m o th e r of humans, is l a m e n t i n g that 
th e o th e r gods seem bent on their 
destruction. 
“ At that time Nintu w ailed like 
w o m a n in travail.' reads th e tr a n s l a ­ 
tion. 
“ The ^iost Ishtar wailed on ac- 
i c o u n t of the people. 
Hnki, god of 
I wisdom, held council with Ann, Khi- 
I iii an d Nintu over the proposed de­ 
stru ctio n 
of 
m ankind. 
Zieugidda, 
high 
priest of 
S h u ru p p a k , 
made 
obeisance 
to the 
gods a n d prayed, 
p r o s tr a tn g himself in h u m a n i t y . ’ 
T h e Zieugidda of the Babylonians, 
it is believed was Noah of t h e 
He 
brews. 
The tablet tells of Zieugidda 
le a rn in g from the great god Enki, 
t h a t m ankind was to be destroyed 
“ by a rain sto rm." 
T h e n com es a 
descrip tion of the terrific w ind and 
rains. 
" A f t e r seven days the rain sto rm 
h a d passed over the land a n d carried 
aw a y the huge boat. 
T h e n th e sun 
god cam e forth, sh eddin g light over 
hea ven and earth. 
Z ie ugidda opened 
th e roof of his ship and the lig h t was 
let in." 
This version differes in re­ 
spect to the duration of th e Hood as 
describ ed in Genesis. 
T h e r e it was 
to last forty days. 
W h e n the water subsided Z ieugid­ 
d a prayed to the gods 
with a loud 
voice, the jKtem continues, an d sacri­ 
ficed an ox, a sheep and s o m e th in g 
with “ a great horn." 
T h r o u g h the 
intercession of Nintu the gods for­ 
g a v e tho surviving hum an beings and 
gave them immortality, which they 
did no t possess before tin’ flood. 
Dr. Poebel lias an n o u n c e d t h a t lie 
will m a k e public later a literal t r a n s ­ 
lation of the epic.

says, that, 460,000 years intervened 
between creation and th e Hood, 
al­ 
th o u g h one epic w riter as serta with 
p a i n s ta k in g accuracy that th e exact 
tim e was 32,223 years, som e m onths 
(exact num ber u n d e c i p h e r a b l e ) , and 
eighteen* days. 
T h e particular tablet fro m which 
th e story of the flood was tran sla te d , 
th e a n n o u n c em e n t says, m ay lie as 
old as 4,400 years and s rea sonably 
certain to be no more recent th a n the 
reign of Hamuragi, about 2 1 0 0 B. C. 
It is regarded as the w o r l d s most 
an c ie n t historical writing a n d is in 
fairly good state of preservation.
